Nathan was later active in the American Revolution, but was called 
back by an Act of Congress as his expertise in wire-working was essen- 
tial to the manufacture of paper and cartridges that were needed to 
supply the fledgling Continental Army. The last AU example of this 
note that we offered was a PMG AU 53 that was not signed by Sellers 
and it realized $2,400 last April.

It was long 
thought that Ben Jacobs was also Jewish, but exhaustive research done 
about ten years ago, uncovered the fact that he was not. A great note.

A gorgeous example that has two bold signatures, one of which is William 
Few, who became a signer of the U.S. Constitution in 1787. The 58 EPQ 
grade is an extraordinarily high grade not only for this denomination, 
but also for the entire issue. PMG has graded a number of notes from this 
1776 sterling denominated issue, but not a single example of any denomi- 
nation has yet graded above the 58 EPQ level, with only two other pieces 
being equal. This 6d is the highest yet PMG graded of this denomination 
and that by eight grade points.

All five signatures on this Georgia note are bold and legible. The orange 
floating jugs vignette is bright. When supplies of orange ink were 
exhausted, a green ink was substituted. The Latin motto Si Collidimus 
Frangimur (If we collide we will break) seems completely appropriate 
given the seal design. A rare note in any grade.

Holder notes restorations 
per a sealed centerfold split. Overall, this note appears well centered on 
its face and its reverse side clearly shows all of its typeset designed border 
designs being well within very large margins on all sides. Fully Signed 
by Frederick Green and Thomas Johnson, Jr. which are clearly readable 
in medium brown. This historic “Black Money” issue note has superior 
eye appeal to the Newman plate illustration for this issue. An important 
Colonial Currency rarity on the State of Maryland that is lacking in vir- 
tually every collection.

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20025 Maryland June 28, 1780 $2 PMG Choice Uncirculated 64 EPQ. 
A well preserved, fully signed $2 Guaranty note and the highest graded 
MD-116 that we have ever been able to offer. This $2 is also by far the 
highest graded of just two examples that PMG has inspected to date. 
In fact, PMG has added only one other MD-116 to its database since we 
originally offered this piece in our January, 2012 FUN auction. A mere 
6,922 pieces were printed and this low printing will always keep this note 
elusive and especially so in the higher grades. Nicholas Harwood and 
John Callahan signed the face of this note, while Benjamin Harwood 
signed the guaranty. The note displays beautiful, original paper surfaces 
and bold signatures. PMG included a comment on the back of the holder 
stating that this note was a gift to D.H. Thomas by U.S. Historian J.T. 
Scharf. Scharf (1843-98) wore many hats, including that of historian. He 
also served as a soldier and a sailor for the Confederate States of America. 
The Maryland Historical Society has a large collection of his materials, 
known as the J. Thomas Scharf Collection, 1730s-1892.

A fully signed on the face and countersigned on the back piece that 
exhibits just a touch of handling. The last example that we auctioned at

A well margined and well printed note with natural paper surfaces 
observed through the third party holder. A notation on the holder also 
indicates this piece carries a Scharf provenance. We have auctioned only 
a few of this number over the years, with our current offering being the 
highest graded MD-119 without any equals. Pinholes are mentioned by 
PMG, however, the pinholes do not go all of the way through the note and 
appear to be natural paper disturbances.

This is the third Maryland note in this auction session that carries the J.T. 
Scharf provenance. It displays bold color and is well margined. The signers were 
Nicholas Harwood and John Callahan on the face and the guaranty was signed 
by Benjamin Harwood. Natural paper surfaces and areas of embossing are 
observed. Another wonderful note and the highest graded example that we have 
been able to offer. PMG has not graded a MD-121 higher. This was true when 
we originally auctioned this piece in January, 2012 and the same holds true 
today.

Friedberg states at the very beginning of the Massachusetts Colonial issues that all notes from MA-1 through MA-139 are very rare or extremely rare. That is 
certainly plausible as we have offered very few from that number range during our careers and that includes both genuine and counterfeit examples. The note 
in this lot is a well executed counterfeit of MA-34 and it is the first note of any type that we can recall offering from the 1710 issue. We do know that an example 
of this counterfeit in raw VF realized $10,350 in 2004. For further comparison purposes, we have auctioned three different counterfeits from the Massachusetts 
1708 issue and not a single genuine note. The three counterfeits were all of the 40 Shillings denomination and each graded PCGS XF 40 with comments. The last 
example of that trio realized $7,800 in September, 2018. Our current counterfeit offering is a real beauty that has been skillfully repaired. Look for it to seriously 


challenge our estimate.

This is a rare note from a rare issue as we can recall offering very few 
others over the years. This note was engraved by Colonial patriot and 
silversmith Paul Revere. The indent at the left shows a codfish in the 
midst of vine designs and it has the words “American Paper” printed at 
the bottom. This particular example has a fairly large piece of the indent 
remaining as it shows the last seven letters of the word “American” and 
the full word of “Paper.” PMG has noted some splits and stains but they 
are relatively minor. The highlight of this note is that it is one of the very 
few we have handled of either denomination that is neither pen nor hole 
cancelled.

A rather nice looking Sword in Hand note for its grade level. PCGS 
has added the Apparent to the grade for what they term, restorations. 
The appearance of that single word typically indicates too many varied 
problems to list or not significant enough to bother listing.

This is one of the most popular 
issues among Colonial Currency Collectors due in large part to its direct 
association with Paul Revere and also due to the great Continental 
Soldier vignette on the back who holds his sword upright “in defence of 
American Liberty.”

This Revolutionary War period Contemporary Counterfeit of this 
exceedingly rare Paul Revere Engraved “Sword in Hand” note issue 
with a Redemption Due Date of December 7, 1781. It is a most interest- 
ing example of a quality made Contemporary Counterfeit note from the 
period. This is a particularly broadly margined example that has noted 
on its holder “Edge Splits” which are trivial at best measuring only about 
1/8” at the extreme outer edges of the centerfold. Pen Cancelled across its 
face and lightly penned “Counterfeit” across the back. Both the face and 
back have four full margins and are very well centered having all of the 
printed text and designs fully upon the paper. The paper appears quite 
crisp and actually lightly circulated before being discovered. A highly elu- 
sive November 17, 1776 rarity of which an original is exceedingly rare and 
of significantly higher collector value.

64. 

The copper face plate for the twelve lowest denominations of the October 
16, 1776 issue was redated to 1778 by Paul Revere. The Pine Tree cast cuts 
on the back of the 1776 issue were also used for the 1778 issue. Revere 
printed the faces and Thomas Fleet printed the backs. This is the highest 
graded example to be in our auctions since October, 2012 when a PCGS 
64PPQ brought $1,880.

Paul Revere engraved the face plate for this issue. He would go on to print 
the faces and the backs were printed by Thomas Fleet. This example is 
the third highest graded by PMG. It is well margined, boldly signed, and 
problem free with razor sharp printing on both sides that includes the 
detail of the rising sun vignette.

The highest price realized was the three dollar which also was a PCGS 
65PPQ. That note realized $2,820; the five dollar and eight dollar realized 
$2,585 and $1,840 respectively.

Sixteen Dollars denominated Revolutionary War issue, made payable in 
“Spanish Milled Dollars.” The embossed Treasury Seal is located at the 
upper left and has four large even margins with choice overall centering. 
“Commonweath of Massachusetts” border text is printed in reverse, white 
text with a black lined printed background at top. The blank reverse is 
quite clean with a small contemporary endorsement at the left edge. The 
text is very boldly printed in rich black with a deep bold brown signature 
“H(enry) Gardner” and has very nice vivid appearance and eye appeal. 
Overall, this is a vivid and excellent example of this scarce large rectan- 
gular issue. Hole Punch Cancel.

The highest graded example without any equals in the PMG Population 
Report. The signatures are dark and the only handling observed is a cen- 
ter fold.

Extremely Fine 40. 

A genuine example of this denomination and therefore quite rare. The 
two highest denominations of this issue (30s and 40s) are much more 
common as counterfeits than as genuine examples. This piece has seen 
very little circulation and would grade higher, but for some repaired 
edge tears and stains that are mentioned by PCGS on the label. New 
Hampshire notes are the rarest of the original thirteen colonies.

The highest denomination of the issue with the Friedberg reference 
informing that in grades VF 25 and above this note is in the “rare” cat- 
egory.

Fortunately, our consignor 
held out for an intact example.

This extremely rare note is serial number 242 of only 500 notes printed, 
of which only a mere 250 bear the Plate Letter “B”. It is high condition 
census, if not one of the very Finest Known. This note is extremely well 
centered and sharply printed on fresh, clean crisp paper. Remarkably, it 
has excellent eye appeal with faint traces of original press text emboss- 
ing within the paper, since 1757, attesting to its originality. The paper 
edges and corner tips are sharp and we can see no folds. The signature of 
Samuel Nevill at top is written in red, while those of Hugh Hartshorne 
and Samuel Smith are penned in rich brown ink. Any note on this June 
14, 1757 issue is considered very rare, while the Three Pounds denomi- 
nation is exceedingly rare. The 5th Edition Newman reference only lists 
values to Very Fine, none higher. This crisp note likely the finest quality 
obtainable, and is certainly missing in the most important of New Jersey 
and Colonial currency collections.

An extremely rare color note printed with a full “Brown Back”. It is an 
extreme rarity with just a few recorded auction appearances and is thought to 
be Rarity-7 (4-12 known). Only 250 Six Pound notes were issued. They were 
all to be recalled back into the Treasury and become invalid for circulation 
after October of 1764. This rare highest denomination note has a multicolor 
red and black face, having clear text and details for the grade. The reverse 
is printed in Brown, a unique color used here only, and not for any other 
Colonial issue. The brown color is distinct and different from the standard 
black of other issues and it is quite clear and well defined for its grade on this 
note. The signature of Joseph Yard is bold, and A. Johnston is also written in 
brown ink. The faces on the two central Suns are sharp in detail. An excellent 
and rare opportunity for Colonial Currency and New Jersey specialized paper 
money collectors to acquire such a rare note. The leaf details and color are 
sharp and the ink has stayed true and has not oxidized. The Boyd note was 
a bright Fine to Very Fine example sold as Ford III, lot 706 for $3,220. This 
unique “Brown Back” rarity is a prize for New Jersey note collectors.

While not a particularly scarce note, this example is signed by John Hart, 
a signer of the Declaration of Independence.

A lightly handled example with the second signature being that of 
Colonial patriot John Hart. He was a member of the Second Continental 
Congress and would go on to vote for and sign the Declaration of 
Independence. His next position during the Revolutionary War was to 
serve as the speaker of the newly formed New Jersey General Assembly. 
He would later take on additional duties as treasurer of the Council of 
Safety and as a commissioner of the State Loan Office. The British and 
their Hessian allies advanced into New Jersey in December 1776. Hart’s 
farm was raided and he had to hide in a cave in the Sourland Mountains 
to avoid capture. The American victory at the Battle of Trenton on 
December 26, 1776 allowed Hart to go home. Later, George Washington 
and the Continental Army bivouacked on his farm from June 22-24, 
1778. This force of 12,000 men participated in the inconclusive Battle of 
Monmouth four days later on June 28. Hart died on May 11, 1779 at the 
age of 65.

Boyd Collection, but the whereabouts of the other one was never stated by either Limpert or Friedberg. The Boyd/Ford sheet was sold as lot 986 in the Ford Part 3 
sale for $12,000, the first time it had ever come to auction. This is a different sheet, as that example had full selvage and visible plate numbers, whereas this one is 
trimmed close with no outer margins to speak of, so no visible plate numbers exist. The only auction appearance of this sheet was lot 1618 in NASCA’s New York 
sale in September 1980 where it sold for $3,700. The next largest multiple of this number is a block of twelve from the Robert Siegel 1967 sale of the Lilly collec- 
tion that was bought by Tom O’Mara at the Friedberg sale and then included in his 2005 sale. This sheet is truly a rare opportunity for the advanced collector to 
acquire a true rarity.”

Issue uniface Specimen notes affixed to a pre-printed large piece of card- 
board. There are 20 faces and 19 backs, all uniface. Most of the notes are 
bright, but the 25¢ Second Issue back, as frequently observed, has faded to 
light blue. The four hand-signed notes are all the Jeffries-Spinner signature 
combination. The gray background is bright and sharply printed, with the 
stars and eagle appealing. Very little water damage is seen (as normal, due to 
old Treasury storage), but there is a small tear at top and bottom center and 
in the very middle, not affecting any notes. An industrious prior owner has 
pasted all the fourth and fifth issue notes in the corners. The top left has the 
Lincoln, Green Seal Meredith and the 25¢ Walker. The top right has the Red 
Seal Meredith, the Stanton, and the Fourth Issue Washington. The bottom 
left corner has the Crawford and Fourth Issue 10¢, while the bottom right 
has the 15 Cent and the Dexter note. The frame is nice, but contemporary, as 
the shields were all originally shipped flat, without a frame. A very interest- 
ing shield with enhanced interest due to the addition of the Fourth and Fifth 
Issue notes.

20121 Columbiana, AL- R. Massingham at Bank of Dixie $1 Jan. 2, 
1863 Rosene 50-01 PCGS Apparent Very Fine 25. 

Handwriting is the bane of Obsolete note collectors. The signature origi- 
nally attributed as “Meissingheim” may, in fact, be “Massingham.” While 
the latter name yields census record hits, both names provide deadends 
for the identity or occupation of the issuer. Originally part of the Eric P. 
Newman collection, this excessively rare note, printed on the back of an 
Alabama and Tennessee River Rail Road document is listed in Rosene 
but it is clear from the description that he had never physically seen an 
example. This marks the third appearance of this example in one of our 
auctions, with no other examples presently known to us. PCGS notes 
small edge splits and tears.

It sports great vignettes of Ceres and a boilermaker as well as that of a 
train and has a lovely red overall tint with red and white 1-1-1 protectors.

Randals issued 
several denominations of scrip, including 50¢, $1, $2, and $3. All of the 
known notes have the same date. The scrip is rarely seen. Records indi- 
cate that James Randals led the Confederates in mining saltpeter from 
Big Bone Cave. PMG notes tears, which are minor and almost a nonissue 
on a note of this rarity.

They chose to use a baseball themed stock note to 
assure the increased attention of their male customers. The portrait on the 
face of this advertising note is that of A.G. Spalding, co-founder of Spalding 
Sporting Goods and President of the Chicago White Stockings (the modern 
day Chicago Cubs). A former pitcher, he was also involved in organizing 
the National League and even wrote the first official rules for baseball. The 
team players on the back are from the Chicago White Stockings. The White 
Stockings hit 77 home runs during the 1887 season, with the clothier offering a 
free suit of clothes for every one hit. One wonders if they actually made good on 
that offer. PMG notes that the bottom left corner has been reattached and that 
there is an internal tear (which is quite difficult to locate through the holder).

White & Bridgens was a dry goods business that was in operation under 
several names beginning in 1860.

By this time the 
store was located on Bigler Street two doors east of the Post Office. By the 
end of the Civil War the store was the largest of its kind in the city. At first 
blush this appears to be Whitfield 162, but has a completely handwritten 
date rather than a partially printed 186_ form. At the time of publication, 
Whitfield believed that 162 was unique and this new variety may well be also. 
An important addition to the family of Kansas scrip. As a bonus, the note is 
in completely intact unmolested condition, residing in a comment free PMG 
holder.

The Panic of 1857 caused the bank to close, but it soon 
reopened with William Lykins, the son of the original bank principal, 
Johnston Lykins, coming to work for the firm. The bank continued to 
operate under its original name until 1861 when Babcock apparently 
separated from the firm. The bank name was then changed to The Bank 
of Wm. H.R. Lykins. The bank was burned to the ground during the 
Quantrill Raid of August 21, 1863 after being robbed. It reopened after 
the raid and remained in business until May, 1868 when it failed with 
almost a total loss for its depositors and creditors. While we have handled 
several examples of a different issue, this is the first time that this very 
rare design has been offered in one of our auctions. PMG notes that this 
example has been previously mounted and has been repaired in the upper 
left corner on the back (the repair appears to be two small paper holes 
that have been restored).

It was engraved at the time of Henry Grinnell’s 
expeditions in search of ill-fated John Franklin and his ships lost decades 
before in the Canadian Arctic wilderness.

$2 with a red protector that we have offered. The bank officials wanted 
to be certain that this note was cancelled; there are 22 POCs primarily in 
the signature spaces but with a few put in the vignettes for good measure.

The word “souhegan” means “waiting and watching place” in the 
Algonquin Native American language. The bank opened in 1856 and 
remained in business until becoming the Souhegan National Bank of 
Milford in 1865. Printed by Rawdon, Wright, Hatch & Edson, this $3 
features a panoramic vignette that spans the entire width of the note with 
a farmer returning from the fields to his wife, with two trains in the dis- 
tance. a large red THREE protector completes the design. There are two 
POCs in the bottom margin.

Wait 315 PMG Choice About Unc 58 EPQ. 

Liberty and Agriculture flank a large rendition of the New Jersey state 
seal, flanked by an oval vignettes of Ceres and a seated shipwright. A 
small lying dog vignette and a large red FIFTY protector complete the 
design. A barely discernable small corner fold keeps this note from a 
higher grade. A light red ABNCo property stamp impression on the back 
affirms the provenance of this lovely note which has the usual four small 
POCs in the signature spaces.

Based upon a telltale mark in the upper margin by the eagle’s right wing, it 
is clear that this note was once part of the four subject 50-20-10-100 proof 
sheet that appeared as part of lot 1076 in the 1990 ABNCo Archives sale. It is 
believed that this proof was, and still is, one of two known examples in any 
form. This is the nicer of the two examples, without mounting hinges on the 
back. PCGS notes that this lovely example has six of the usual POCs in the 
signature spaces and is mounted on cardstock. A rare opportunity to acquire 
a premium quality excessively rare proof on this elusive bank.

This is an SENC New York $100 proof from Art Davidson’s collection 
that was once part of the Newman Collection holdings. It represents the 
highest denomination for this unregistered series and is far superior to 
the one proof that was in the ABNCo archives. Deeply inked on India 
paper only from the well designed Underwood, Bald, Spencer & Hufty 
$50-$100 plate configuration. At the top center is an eagle with half- 
opened wings, perching on a log at the shoreline; cameo heads are on 
either side. Identical ends have left-facing cameo heads in the center and 
counters in the corners, “100” at top and “C” at the bottom. PCGS notes 
the usual POCs in the signature spaces. A quality upstate New York proof 
note.

Although undated, this note was probably produced before 1858 by Jocelyn 
Draper Welsh & Co. which also produced notes under the banner of the 
American Bank Note Company before that name was used by the new com- 
pany formed as the result of the merger of seven of the nation’s leading bank 
note companies in 1858. This is further borne out by the fact that another 
version of this note appears with only the ABNCo name on it, suggesting a 
post-merger usage in 1858 or later. The purpose of this advertising piece was 
to showcase the use of a vibrant red overall tint and red protectors that could 
not be duplicated in photographic counterfeits. A striking and very impor- 
tant historic note in premium condition. We have sold one slightly different 
example with the later ABNCo name and a green tint in 2018 that crossed the 
auction block for $3,600. This possibly unique note should test or exceed that 
level. PMG notes some annotations that have no impact on this note’s desir- 
ability.

The ABNCo Archives Sale in 1990 featured a single two-subject sheet of $50 
and $100 Proofs on this bank as lot 1391. Haxby apparently was aware of at 
least one remainder (G60 is listed as this design falsely filled in), but not of the 
Proof version. While several remainders have sold over the years, it is quite 
possible that this is the only Proof of this design extant. See the next lot for a 
possible $100 sheetmate. This example is mounted on cardstock with 7 POC.

This may well be the sheetmate to the $50 described above. The two subject 
sheet has apparently been cut since the 1990 ABNCo Archives sale when one 
50-100 two-subject Proof sheet appeared as part of lot 1391. If this supposition 
is correct, then this is probably also a unique Proof on the bank. This example 
is mounted on cardstock with 7 POC.

Although Wolka lists this school in his Ohio catalog, he does not list this 
denomination while Schingoethe lists neither the school nor the denomi- 
nation.

The note is a pleasing example on clean bright paper and 
is undoubtedly quite rare. The school, once part of the Bryant & Stratton 
chain, operated under this name from approximately 1867 until 1894.

In excellent condition with no repairs or meaningful condition distrac- 
tions, this note features a bugler and an American eagle suggesting that 
it was probably in use after the Civil War. The school, in fact, operated 
under this name from approximately 1867 until 1894.

The “Anti-Banking” notes were the first issue of notes from this bank. The 
reason for the issue was the rejection of the bank’s application for a charter 
from the state banking regulators in Columbus. With the notes already in 
hand and the bank ready to open, the bank’s officials decided not to let such 
legal niceties restrain their activities, and simply opened for business issuing 
the newly renamed paper money with the help of tiny rubber stamps. Their 
handiwork can be seen immediately before and after the word “Bank” in 
the title at upper right. The titles Cashier and President were also carefully 
obliterated. This note bears the signatures of S [idney] Rigdon as Sec and J 
[oseph] Smith, Jr. as Tres. Smith actually signed most all of these early notes, 
but within a few months had severed his relationship with the bank, which 
closed in November of 1837. Smith and Rigdon were each eventually fined 
$1,000 by the State of Ohio for their part in the bank’s opening. These notes 
are, of course, much more rare than their “regular” counterparts which were 
ultimately put in circulation without these modifications. A pleasant evenly 
circulated note with no repairs or condition distractions of any meaningful 
nature.

In 1836 Mormon Church elders, led by Prophet Joseph Smith, Jr. and Sidney Rigdon (as cashier for the bank), sent their designees to Columbus, Ohio 
(chaired by Orson Hyde) to seek a state bank charter. Simultaneously, the other group of elders (led by Oliver Cowdery) went to Underwood, Bald, 
Spencer & Hufty in Philadelphia to contract for engraved plates, proofs and the sheet printing from the four plates purchased. Having the plates 
engraved and printed was easily accomplished. However, officials at the State Capitol in Columbus required specie or other collateralization to protect 
the circulation and denied the charter. Regardless, their notes were already printed and ready to issue, and the bank began operations. Early $1, $2, and 
$3 notes were stamped “Anti-Banking Co.” in diminutive letters to comply with or skirt the law, depending on one’s viewpoint. The vast majority of 
Kirtland notes, from $1 to $100, were dated and emitted in March 1837, though some are dated earlier. The bank, of course, did not survive the nation- 
wide bank panic in 1837, although Smith had guaranteed the notes would one day “be as good as gold.” The lack of specie caused the bank’s failure and 
was a large factor in the Mormon migration from Ohio to their eventual settlement in Salt Lake City. The $2 is a scarcer denomination in any grade. 
Aside from some soiling, this note is fully intact without any repairs or significant impairments.

20157 (Cherry City, PA?)- John A. Bailey Advertising Note ND (ca. 1887) Vlack UNL Extremely Fine. 

There is no city or state listed on this note, making positive attribution very problematic. A search of census records returned one possible match in 
Cherry City, PA (Butler County) where a John A. Bailey is listed as a merchant. The portrait on the face of this advertising note is that of A.G. Spalding, 
co-founder of Spalding Sporting Goods and President of the Chicago White Stockings (the modern day Chicago Cubs). A former pitcher, he was also 
involved in organizing the National League and even wrote the first official rules for baseball. The team players on the back are from the Chicago White 
Stockings. This example is in nicer condition than usually found for these issues. It has few signs of circulation and is printed on bright paper with good 
color. The only issue worth mentioning is a small group of tiny spots in the upper margin just right of center. A great note that will make a wonderful 
addition to any collection of advertising or Obsolete notes.

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20158 Germantown, PA- Bank of Germantown in the City & County of Philadelphia $1 Jan. 15, 1862 G8a PMG Very Fine 30. 

A great majority of the notes from this rare bank are listed as Surviving Example Not Confirmed in the Haxby reference. Not only is this a rare note, it also has 
one of the most beloved vignettes, The White Bear. Four fur-clad men in a small boat attempt to fend off an aggressive polar bear rising out of the water. The not 
specifically historic vignette was engraved at the time of Henry Grinnell’s expeditions in search of the ill-fated John Franklin and his ships that were lost decades 


before in the Canadian Arctic wilderness. This offering features great color and even, problem free wear.

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20159 Germantown, PA- Bank of Germantown in the City & County 
of Philadelphia $2 Jan. 15, 1862 Gl6a Hoober 305-15 PMG Very Fine 25. 
The Bank of Germantown opened in 1814 and remained in business until 
becoming the National Bank of Germantown, Philadelphia (Charter 546) 
on October 25, 1864. This $2 is from an ABNCo printed series released in 
1862, best known for its $1 note design featuring a polar bear attack. The 
$2 is much rarer than the $1; we are aware of only three examples of the 
$2 which have made public auction appearances in the last twenty years. 
The layout is beautiful, with the central vignette of cattle feeding as crows 
scavenge nearby. At the lower left is The Calmady Children vignette as 
adapted from Sir Thomas Lawrence's famous painting. At the lower right 
is Winfield Scott who was Commanding General of the United States 
Army from 1841 until November 1, 1861, less than ten weeks before this 
note was issued. Two red 2 protectors and a red and white TWO protector 
panel complete the design. This is a very rare type missing from almost 
every collection and a “sleeper” compared with its more famous $1 Polar 
Bear sibling. PMG mentions staining (along the top margin) and a minor 
repair which is not readily discernable through the holder. On a note of 
this rarity it is not likely to make much difference.

Using a simple, yet elegantly executed three color design, this $5 has a 
male portrait (perhaps a bank officer) flanked by two green 5 protectors 
that are, in turn, flanked by two red and black counters. The red color is 
also used to spell out the denomination and to provide a tamper-resistant 
security background in the signature spaces. While a large number of 
proofs from this bank appeared in the 1990 ABNCo Archives sale, this 
denomination was not represented. We are aware of only a few examples 
that have made public auction appearances. PMG notes a small tear 
which is not blatantly discernable through the holder as well as some 
minor evidence of previous mounting, including some small hinge rem- 
nants.

A bank that took its title from Pennsylvania's fledgling oil industry. A 
great portrait of Benjamin Franklin at his desk is paired with a vignette of 
an early oil derrick. We have offered just a few notes on this bank previ- 
ously. The last time was in April, 2018 when a $5 G6a graded PCGS Fine 
15 with stains and tears realized $1,200.

Enos Hook is listed as a retail grocer in an 1861 Pennsylvania State 
Business Directory. Apparently these notes were paid out by Hook and 
were redeemable by the institution or banker who signed these “certifi- 
cates of deposit.” This presentation is a bit out of the ordinary in that usu- 
ally the banker or broker’s name would be prominently displayed and the 
customer would sign the notes. With a large vignette of a farmer plow- 
ing and two large green 1 protectors, this note certainly gives a striking 
appearance. PMG notes that the example has been previously mounted.

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20164 Providence, RI - Eagle Bank $1 March 4, 186_ RI-285 G8b, Durand 
252 Proof. PCGS Apparent Very Choice New 64. 

This is an impeccably designed American Bank Note Company India paper 
proof from a very rare bank. The design exhibits several hallmarks observed 
on many former Newman Collection Obsolete notes with its interesting 
nuances. An eagle (adapted from William Croombe and engraved by Alfred 
Jones, but in reversed position) sits on a rocky peak at top center under the 
arced eponymous title. This eagle used on United States Federal notes. A sail- 
or holding a hammer appears to have just finished inscribing the bank’s name 
and location on a large stone tablet upon which is a male bust. Symbols of the 
archetypal mechanic are around. The Calmady Children, as adapted from Sir 
Thomas Lawrence's famous painting, is at lower right (engraved by Alfred 
Jones and Joseph Ourden). With an intricate green protector guilloche under 
the vignette and flanking green dies with outlined “1” protectors. Noted as 
“Hole Punch Cancelled” as made and with “Minor Damage in Cancellations; 
Hinge Remnants on Back” by grading. Exceptionally vivid color brings out 
the vignette details impressively. This was last sold in the Newman Part VII 
sale, October 2015, where it realized $998.75. Bold, vibrant, and extremely 
rare.

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20165 (Embreeville), TN- Confederate Iron Works $1 Jan. 31, 1863 
PCGS Very Fine 20. 

According to the Schafluetzel census of Tennessee scrip notes, this is the 
sole example known for this design and one of two notes known from the 
issuer. It does seem rather ironic that a business with this name would 
be located in the eastern edge of Tennessee which was still strongly pro- 
Union. The circumstances suggest that this could be the Embree Iron 
Company which was taken over by Duff Green, a Confederate business- 
man during the war and renamed to something more his liking. The face 
of the note has an inscription: “From / Hon. LD Griswold / Elyria Ohio” 
which also has significance. Luther Dwight Griswold was a physician 
practicing in Elyria who joined the 103rd Ohio Volunteer Infantry as a 
surgeon in 1862. The regiment moved into East Tennessee in August, 
1863 and this note was taken as a souvenir somewhere along the way. 
After the war Griswold returned to Ohio and served in the Ohio leg- 
islature for four years. It seems likely that Griswold gave away this war 
remembrance sometime during his term in the legislature (thus the term 
“Honorable”). PCGS notes the above mentioned inscription on the face, 
minor stains, and small paper pulls on the back. Older descriptions sug- 
gest that this example is backed but it appears that it, instead, was printed 
on an old medical document that had no printing on one side. This was 
perhaps what attracted Dr. Griswold to the note.

cels and remains a highly desirable example.

10, 1837 Cr. C16A Medlar 14 PMG Very Fine 30. 

We have never before auctioned an example of this note that is of the 
added handwritten “Bounty Money” variety. The city of Columbia 
served as the capital of the Republic of Texas from October 1836 until 
April 18, 1837. The legislature was moved on that date to Houston due to 
inadequate accommodations. Paymaster Geo. W. Poe is the signer of this 
warrant. Poe was commissioned a captain of artillery on March 10, 1836 
and many sources place him at the Battle of San Jacinto on April 21, 1836. 
Poe was appointed acting paymaster general on October 12, 1836 and 
his duties included establishing the pay department for the Army of the 
Republic of Texas. Poe would go on to serve as marshal and lead the pro- 
cession for Stephen F. Austin’s funeral on December 29, 1836. Poe’s final 
rank was colonel before leaving the army. This warrant was previously 
mounted, yet remains a nice representative for the grade.

Around 2,000 of this denomination were issued as part of the his- 
toric first issue of “Star Notes” issued by the Republic of Texas under the 
authorization of the Act of June 9, 1837.

The Sam Houston signature on all notes is 
secretarial, with William G. Cooke signing for Houston who had suffered 
a hand injury.

$1,897.50 when it crossed the auction block. PMG notes only the usual cut 
cancels which have been neatly done and remain unrepaired and a small 
pencilled collector annotation on this very attractive example which 
should garner significant bidding interest.

With the total issue totaling only $10,000, these notes 
are rare. PMG notes the usually found cut cancellations and that there are 
repairs (that are carefully done).

This series was printed from beautiful plates engraved by Draper, 
Toppan, Longacre & Co., Philad. & N.Y. PMG notes the ubiquitous cut 
cancel and that there is a repair and a replaced piece at bottom left (the 
cut cancel’s location resulted in a piece being severed from the note).

The 1968 published Medlar 
gives all three a rarity rating of R4, 25 to 50 known. The 2007 Shull/ 
Criswell reference cites a rarity rating of R8, 51 to 100 known. This is 
one rarity rating above the “Rare” category in the latter. The cross cut 
cancellations have been nicely closed and the repairs have been skillfully 
performed. Overall, this $3 has an evenly circulated appearance.

Mr. Johnson was a recruiter for the Texian 
Army in East Texas. He missed the Battle of San Jacinto, but joined the 
company of Captain William H. Patton on May 12, 1836. This unit was 
involved in the guarding of the captured Mexican General Santa Anna. 
This is not only a great Texas note, but a great piece of Texas history. This 
example sports the usual cut cancels and also shows light staining. For 
more information on Consolidated Fund of Texas notes with a simplified 
classification system, see the recently published, They Took a Chance on 
Texas by L. Mike Bloodsworth.

Only our fourth offering of this number that was issued at the first Texas capi- 
tal. San Felipe de Austin was the capital from October 16, 1835 to February 16, 
1836. This entirely handwritten pink paper warrant with serial number 252 
is of the variety that is addressed to one, “Joshua Fletcher, Esquire.” Creditors 
were leery to redeem or fund these depreciated warrants. Thus they continued 
to circulate to a great degree. The earlier three examples to cross our auction 
block were a raw Fine piece with damage and repairs that realized $6,462.50 in 
September, 2015, a PMG VF 25 Net example that brought $4,312.50 in January, 
2012, and a raw backed VF piece that closed at $3,910 in September, 2007. Our 
current offering has been pen cancelled, previously mounted, and has stains. 
The Shull/Criswell reference states a rarity rating for this number of R9, 16-50 
known, with the comment of, “Rare.”

An example of the first Texian Loan that preceeded Texas’ Declaration of Independence from Mexico by almost two months. This example is serial number 161 
and was printed by Benjamin Levy of New Orleans. Once Robert Triplett advanced Texas an installment of $32 on the total of $320 due. That payment would 
eventually entitle Triplett to 640 acres of Texas land. The Commissioners on the part of Texas that pen signed this loan were S(tephen) F. Austin, B(ranch) T. 
Archer, and Wm. H. Wharton. Austin, of course, is known as the Father of Texas. Kentuckian Triplett was a wealthy merchant banker and land speculator. The 
commissioners and Triplett were staying in the same New Orleans hotel in January 1836, which made the financial dealings much easier for all concerned. This 
is the highest graded example of this bond that we have been able to offer. We auctioned a raw XF, COC example with ink erosion for $4,112.50 in April 2017. 
Tonight’s bond also has a cut out cancel and minor ink erosion. It remains a great Texana numismatic item.

Texas independence was declared here on March 2 and the town was 
evacuated before the Mexican Army on March 16. Texas Revolution military 
operations would culminate with the 18 minute Texian victory at the Battle of 
San Jacinto on April 21, 1836. This attractive mid-grade pink paper example 
is ina comment free third party holder save for the pen cancelled statement.

We have now offered just two examples of this number. The other auction 
appearance was of an issued raw VG-Fine example that realized $1,092.50 
in January, 2009. The Jones and Littlefield reference list this number with 
a rarity rating of 7H, 2-4 known. This plate letter A remainder has three 
wide margins with PCGS mentioning on the back label that there is a 
small edge tear and a small hole at top right that is hidden within the “k” 
of “Bank.”

A couple of small edge tears are observed with the longest being approxi- 
mately a quarter of an inch at top center and the stains are inconsequen- 
tial for the grade.

Besides the former Ford proofs, the Newman proofs are the only others 
known to us in private hands. The $1 layout is exceptional. A trio of men 
embodying three professions stands at right, under the end of the curv- 
ing title and the ONE counter. The blacksmith rests one hand on an anvil 
while the other is tucked inside his shirt, in the manner of Napoleon; the 
farmer holds ears of corn and a scythe; and the sailor leans on a capstan 
as he points to a ship at sail. A male portrait is in the left end. The only 
other $1 proof sold at the Krause collection sale was expertly restored and 
realized $2,760 in September 2009. Noted as “Hole Punch Cancelled” as 
made. Formerly from the Newman Internet Part 1 sale where it realized 
$940.

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THE BRIGADIER GENERAL DONALD D. MCCLANAHAN COLLECTION 


OF CONFEDERATE AND CONFEDERATE STATES NOTES 





It is a considerable honor to offer the encyclopedic collection of Brigadier General Donald D. McClanahan in our sale this evening. In addition to a com- 
plete Confederate type set, which contains several “Finest Knowns,” General McClanahan also collected a vast trove of Confederate counterfeits, many 
of which can be found in the Internet only section of this catalog. His daughter Sandy has provided us with a fond reminiscence of her dad and his col- 
lection as seen through her eyes as she was growing up. 


“My father did not have a lot of time for hobbies. He was too busy serving his country with the Army National Guard and attending night school for his 
two Master’s Degrees. One hobby that he allowed himself was collecting currency and coins. His collection started with old coins as a boy and later in life 
with collecting the finest Confederate, Confederate States, and World Currency he could find. He was the only person I knew with such a vast collection. 


Before I was ten my father had taken me to most of the local coin and currency shops and one large auction house in the Los Angeles area, as well as the 
Long Beach coin show. This was quite amazing to me as a young girl to be with all these men selling or scouting through huge rows of coins and cur- 
rency. I remember feeling a little strange to be the only girl in this large venue but all the men were very welcoming to me. When my father would fre- 
quently ask which currency was my favorite I always picked the most colorful world currency with animals. This would not be his first choice, but he did 
purchase many throughout his life just to please me. 


During the 1970’s my father became completely obsessed with collecting the finest Confederates, Confederate Counterfeits, and Obsoletes, then in the 
eighties he began collecting world notes with the same dedication. He spent many years researching and corresponding with the top people in the cur- 
rency industry including Hugh and Ann Shull and Grover Criswell. He devoured all of the leading publications on CSA currency and was a contributor 
to Criswell’s publications. He used to joke with me saying that he was spending all of my college money on his collection. Well, he wasn't joking because 
his collection became so large that he needed my entire college fund. By the early nineties his collection was complete, and, save for a handful of world 
notes, nothing else was added. 


All of my father’s currency remained carefully stored for over thirty or forty years, depending on when he purchased them. On occasion, he would pull 
out his favorite notes to share with me and my husband when we visited him. The last time we shared some of his favorites together he was ninety-one 
and I was sixty. It is with great honor and pride for my late father’s vision and life passion to be able to share his amazing collection.” 


General McClanahan’s daughter modestly omitted any mention of the General’s lifetime of public service, which began as a young Army officer in the 
Philippines and occupied Japan. Called back into service during the Korean War, he was awarded a Bronze Star for gallantry under enemy fire. After his 
Korean War service, he became a firefighter in Pasadena, California, and swiftly rose to the level of Chief Fire Marshall, the youngest to hold that posi- 
tion in the city’s history. General McClanahan was recalled back into active duty in 1968, and served at the Pentagon as an advisor to the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff for the next four years, specializing on implementing the all-volunteer army and ending the draft. From 1972 through 1976 he was an instructor at 
the U.S. Army War College in Carlisle, Pennsylvania before retiring in 1978 after his promotion to Brigadier General. 


Enjoy this collection, which has not been seen by the numismatic community in nearly five decades. 
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High Grade and Well Margined T1 Montgomery 
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20187 T1$1,000 1861 PF-1 Cr. 1 PMG Extremely Fine 40. 

The $1,000 Montgomery issue note is one of the iconic designs of the Confederate series. 607 four subject sheets, each having a $50, $100, $500, and $1,000 note, 
were ordered by C.G. Memminger via Gazaway Bugg Lamar, a Georgia and New York banker, in early March, 1861. The order was placed with ABNCo who then 
sub contracted the business to National Bank Note Co. because the order, which also included coupon bonds and transferable certificates of stock, was too big 
to execute in a timely manner. National Bank Note Company, in turn, was under the gun to get these notes printed and delivered quickly due to the impend- 
ing commencement of hostilities and used stock pre-war vignettes as a means of compressing the production schedule. The portraits of John C. Calhoun and 
Andrew Jackson are found on numerous antebellum issues both North and South. The two in life were often at odds, with Jackson being a fervent anti-secession- 
ist while Calhoun was an equally ardent supporter of states’ rights. 


Period documents indicate that the 607 sheet order was shipped from National Bank Note Co. and received in Montgomery around April 2, 1861, ten days before 
the start of the war. This note was signed and released for use on May 28, 1861. Most of the $500 and $1,000 notes, which paid 3.65% interest, saw very limited 
circulation and were often held by banks and wealthy individuals as investments. This was in keeping with the reasoning for issuing such large denominations 
which had minimal utility in conducting day-to-day commerce. 


Today, this note is one of approximately 137 known surviving examples based on the census of serial numbers kept by several collectors and dealers. This 
example is on sparkling white paper with darkly inked design elements and strong autographed signatures of Clitherall and Elmore who were still personally 
signing these notes at the time. PMG notes that there is a sealed hammer cancel at bottom center in the signatures. Notwithstanding that issue, this note faces up 
extremely well and will be a centerpiece that requires no apologies in any Confederate collection. Acquired from Grover Criswell 11/1975.

This serial number 406 note bearing the signatures of Register Clitherall and 
Treasurer Elmore is one of the documented survivors in Fricke’s Standard Guide to Confederate Money.

Part of the original shipment of 607 sheets of notes spirited out of New York prior to the start of hostilities in April, 1861, this example was processed by the 
Department of the Treasury on July 18, 1861. Unlike many of its brethren Montgomery notes, this note appears to have seen a good deal of circulation and has 
endorsements on the back that Cramer & Co. had received $504.85 principal and interest from F. H. Hatch, Collector. Frank Hatch was the Collector of the Port 
in New Orleans and Cramer & Co. appears to have been a large multi-line merchant that is mentioned frequently in New Orleans newspapers that was also a fre- 
quent importer of specie based on newspaper accounts. The $4.85 paid interest for 97 days, or from the day the note was released by the Department of Treasury. 
Interest payments were later made annually on January 1. This note’s serial number appears in the census of approximately 137 known survivors today. Although 
PMG notes the two obvious tape repairs on the back, this note is still a desirable and historic artifact of the past and faces up well.

A boldly detailed $100 from the second printing which barely escaped seizure by federal agents at the harbor in New York City before being shipped to the 
Confederacy. This note shared a sheet with a $50 note. It is an attractive piece with ideal color, not a trace of soiling, and its new owner will enjoy the fact that it is 
free of any problems whatsoever. It was issued July 2, 1861 by Mark Jackson Capt. CSA per the inscription on the back.

Featuring a “defederalized” America (the shield and her robe have been subtly altered from the original vignette in use before the war), this $100, bearing serial 
number 1350, was part of a second shipment of $100s and $50s that was frantically printed and shipped after the beginning of actual hostilities. An attempt to 
prevent the ship carrying these notes from sailing out of New York harbor was unsuccessful. This note was prepared for issue on May 22, 1861 and, according to 
handwritten annotations on the back, was issued on June 14, 1861 by Anthony J. Guirot, Assistant Treasurer of the Confederate States in New Orleans. A second 
endorsement indicates that the note passed through the hands of Frank H. Hatch who was the collector of the port with interest of 35¢ added to cover the 35 day 
span between June 14 and July 19. It was again paid out by a third party whose signature is a bit faded and illegible. This is a bright example with good color that 
will fit nicely into almost any Confederate collection with no apologies needed. PMG notes a restoration.

A well margined and nicely centered example that was paid out by Capt. Williams on May 20, 1861 perhaps near the Lynchburg, VA area. The $50 Montgomery 
note is one of approximately 180 known surviving examples based on lists of recorded serial numbers. The survival percentage of around 11.2% is due to the fact 
that these notes circulated more widely than the larger denominations which were mainly held as investments until redemption. National Bank Note Company 
used stock vignettes and counters due to the need to quickly produce and deliver these notes before the impending commencement of hostilities. The vignette of 
slaves hoeing was used on state notes before the war and even found its way onto T41 $100s later in the war. Pinholes near this vignette are of little consequence as 
the paper remains and inks quite bold.

With serial number 1194, this smallest denomination of the Montgomery series was whisked out of New York harbor in a second shipment of 1000 $100s 
and $50s and, by the narrowest of margins, escaped confiscation by federal authorities whose efforts to stop the departure of the vessel these were being 
shipped on failed. The back bears a military endorsement that appears to be that of a Captain Williams. Even with the six small POCs mentioned by 
PMG, this note is a pleasant mid-grade example that faces up nicely and will be a good fit for almost any Confederate collection.

The last unissued sheet of $50-$100 (T-3, T-4) was hand carried by a representa- 
tive of Memminger to New Orleans and was to be used as the model for replace- 
ment $50s and $100s to be designed and printed by the New Orleans Branch of the 
ABNCo under the banner of the Southern Bank Note Company. This very small 
branch office had very limited resources and was hard pressed to produce these 
notes in a timely fashion. Using prewar stock vignettes, new notes finally began to 
flow from New Orleans in August, 1861. 5,798 notes were issued between August 
25 and September 23, 1861. The fall of New Orleans at the end of April, 1862 put an 
end to Southern Bank Note Company’s Confederate business and it is believed that 
none of the plates used by the company to produce notes were evacuated from the 
city before its capitulation. Although historically collectors have referred to these 
$50s and $100s as the “First Richmond Notes,” Southern Bank Note Company’s 
production was so delayed that that distinction actually is held by more humble 
lithographed notes produced by Hoyer & Ludwig. 


This note was processed on September 3, 1861 by the Department of the Treasury 
and was placed in circulation some ten days later as evidenced by the following 
manuscript endorsement on the back: “Issued by me / Sept. 13, 1861 / W(illiam) J. 
Anderson / Q(uarte)r M(aste)r Memphis / Tenn”. Anderson served as a quartermas- 
ter at Memphis into the year 1862 under the command of General Leonidas Polk. He 
was transferred to Columbus, Mississippi in November 1862. Anderson was paroled 
on May 17, 1865. 
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This is a premium quality example that is darkly printed on bright paper with bold 
signatures and is a minor miracle of survival to have come down to us today in this 
condition.

Part of the first issue produced by the Southern Bank Note Co. of New 
Orleans, in actuality the New Orleans branch of the ABNCo, this $100 
was intended to be the replacement for the T3 Montgomery $100 which 
was no longer available from the North. Production delays led to a 
relatively short production run of 5,798 notes. This note was signed 
and numbered on the last day that these notes were processed by the 
Confederate Department of the Treasury. A pretty note with bright paper, 
good color, and strong penned signatures.

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20196 T5 $100 1861 PF-1 Cr. 5 PMG About Uncirculated 53 EPQ. 
Immediately after production of the Montgomery Notes was halted due 
to raids by federal authorities in New York, C.G. Memminger launched 
efforts to secure additional Treasury Notes. One of his first initiatives was 
to award “Southern Bank Note Company” (in reality the small branch 
office of ABNCo. in New Orleans) a contract to print $50s and $100s. The 
tiny office was ill-suited from a personnel and equipment standpoint to 
design and produce large quantities of bank notes. The work progressed 
very slowly and finally Memminger was forced to use other lithographers 
such as Hoyer and Ludwig to increase production. Although popularly 
known as “First Richmond” notes, both the $100 and its sheetmate $50, 
were placed into circulation after Hoyer & Ludwig's first notes. Only 
5,798 notes were issued before the fall of New Orleans at the end of April, 
1862 which brought an end to the production. This note may have spent 
most of the war in a safe or strong box collecting its 3.65% per annum 
interest, as there are few signs of handling or circulation. A pretty note 
that will fit well in any CSA or Civil War collection.

PMG assigns the “XW” des- 
ignation to EPQ notes with exceptional eye appeal for their assigned 
grade. This example also has an issuing statement on the back which 
reads, “Disbursed Sep 22 1861 Ferdinand Molloy Capt(ain) & A(ssistant) 
C(ommissary) (of) S(ubsistence).” Captain Molloy was on the staff of 
General P.G.T. Beauregard. This piece sports serial number 4264. We 
auctioned serial 4266, which also has a Molloy manuscript endorsement, 
in the grade of PCGS 64PPQ for $4,230 in January 2017. Our current 
example should at least hammer in that neighborhood tonight.

It is the very first note listed 
on page 163 of Fricke’s 2005 First Edition with a grade of VF+ and the VF+ 
grade is still the highest graded example in the census found on page 155 of 
his 2014 Field Edition. The PF-1 in this lot is also the plate note on page 163 
of the 2005 reference. PMG mentions a minor restoration and annotations on 
its label. The annotations are pencilled collector notations on the back and we 
can decipher a Chase number and a Bradbeer number. This note has a long 
history in the collecting hobby and Fricke also lists a more recent provenance 
in his 2005 opus. Overall, it is a very desirable Confederate note that will 
attract considerable attention.

This is a very scarce note, with only 73,355 examples issued. Printed 
on thick bond paper, these notes did not wear well, and many, such as 
this example, are repaired or restored.

We see that several small edge splits 
have been repaired and a piece has been added along the left edge from 
approximately the “5” counter down to the ship’s mast. Acquired from 
Byron W. Cook 1/1976.

These were originally printed as a set that consisted of six Chemicograph 
backs with designs that were intended for the 1864 issues of the $5, 
$10, $20, $50, $100, and $500 denominations. Back plates with these 
designs were ordered by the Confederate Treasury from S. Straker & 
Sons of London. The plates were made and shipped from London in 
early January, 1864, only to disappear. Several more shipments were 
made, but none of these got through the Union blockade. Examples 
of the plates were found 75 years later and were later donated to the 
Smithsonian Institution in 1958. These Reverse 1 examples are from the 
fourth printing of 1957-58 that was executed by Confederate researcher, 
Philip H. Chase. Chemicographs are described in detail in Confederate 
Numismatica 2018 Supplement One by Peter Bertram. The $500, $100, 
$50, $10, and $5 denominations grade PCGS Superb Gem New 69PPQ 
and the $20 denomination weighs in at PCGS Superb Gem New 68PPQ.

Legal Tenders. There is also an approximate two inch vertical bottom edge 
tear between the $100 and $500 Nationals. The original top suspension hole 
eyelet is visible under the glass and there are a couple of pieces of old tape 
on the verso. Also, the original string for hanging is not present. We have 
handled only two of these displays previously.

The officers whose signatures appear on the note are that of President Israel George Lash (1810-1878), a prominent merchant, cigar manufacturer, and finan- 
cier in Salem and Cashier William A. Lemly (1846-1928). who was Lash’s 19-year-old nephew. Then, in 1879, after the death of Lash, the principals of the bank 
determined that it would be more financially advantageous to operate a bank in the nearby city of Winston which was rapidly becoming a business hub after the 
Reconstruction Era and, especially, thanks to the success of R. J. Reynolds’ new tobacco company. At that point, they established the Wachovia National Bank of 
Winston which would eventually become a banking powerhouse in the southeastern United States. 


To date, just one note has been reported from Salem’s sole bank and with an outstanding amount of just $1,290 in 1910, it is extremely unlikely that any more 
survivors will appear. Fortunately, this piece is as pretty as it is rare with even, problem free wear, sharp ink colors, and dark pen signatures. As one of just ten 
Original Series $5s known for the entire state and unique for this charter, this is truly a North Carolina trophy note fit for the finest of collections.

The figure at left on the face is of Christopher Columbus gazing towards 
a sunrise, mountains, and a large waterfall. The interest amount table is located at center. The back has the obligation clause at left and the anti-counterfeiting 
clause at right.

Bids” are generally posted online several days prior to the Auction closing. For any successful bid placed by a 
consignor on his Property on the Auction floor, or by any means during the live session, or after the

All 
deliveries are subject to good funds; funds being received in Auctioneer’s account before delivery of the 
Purchases; and all payments are subject to a clearing period. Auctioneer reserves the right to determine if a 
check constitutes “good funds”: checks drawn on a U.S. bank are subject to a ten business day hold, and thirty 
days when drawn on an international bank. Clients with pre-arranged credit status may receive immediate 
credit for payments via eCheck, personal, or corporate checks. All others will be subject to a hold of 5 days, or 
more, for the funds to clear prior to releasing merchandise. (Ref. T&C item 7 Credit for additional 
information.)

Held Lots will be subject to storage and moving charges, including a $100 administration fee 
plus $10 daily storage for larger items and $5 daily for smaller items (storage fee per item) after 35 days. In the 
event the Lot is not removed within ninety days, the Lot may be offered for sale to recover any past due storage 
or moving fees, including a 20% Seller’s Commission. 

36. A. NOTICE OF CITES COMPLIANCE: The purchase of items made from protected species: Any property 
made of or incorporating endangered or protected species or wildlife may have import and/or export 
restrictions established by the Convention of International Trade in Endangered Species of Wild Fauna and 
Flora (CITES) in various countries and domestically.

Any description of the items or 
second opine contained in this Auction is for the sole purpose of identifying the items for those Bidders who 
do not have the opportunity to view the lots prior to bidding, and no description of items has been made part 
of the basis of the bargain or has created any express warranty that the goods would conform to any 
description made by Auctioneer. Color variations can be expected in any electronic or printed imaging, and 
are not grounds for the return of any lot. NOTE: Auctioneer, in specified auction venues, for example, Fine 
Art, may have express written warranties and you are referred to those specific terms and conditions. 

39. Auctioneer is selling only such right or title to the items being sold as Auctioneer may have by virtue of 
consignment agreements on the date of auction and disclaims any warranty of title to the Property.

41. Auctioneer disclaims all liability for damages, consequential or otherwise, arising out of or in connection with 
the sale of any Property by Auctioneer to Bidder. No third party may rely on any benefit of these Terms and 
Conditions and any rights, if any, established hereunder are personal to the Bidder and may not be assigned. 
Any statement made by the Auctioneer is an opinion and does not constitute a warranty or representation. 
No employee of Auctioneer may alter these Terms and Conditions, and, unless signed by a principal of 
Auctioneer, any such alteration is null and void. 

42. Auctioneer shall not be liable for breakage of glass or damage to frames (patent or latent); such defects, in any 
event, shall not be a basis for any claim for return or reduction in purchase price. 

Release: 

43. In consideration of participation in the Auction and the placing of a bid, Bidder expressly releases Auctioneer, 
its officers, directors and employees, its affiliates, and its outside experts that provide second opines, from any 
and all claims, cause of action, chose of action, whether at law or equity or any arbitration or mediation rights 
existing under the rules of any professional society or affiliation based upon the assigned description, or a 
derivative theory, breach of warranty express or implied, representation or other matter set forth within these 
Terms and Conditions of Auction or otherwise. In the event of a claim, Bidder agrees that such rights and 


privileges conferred therein are strictly construed as specifically declared herein; e.g., authenticity, 
typographical error, etc. and are the exclusive remedy. Bidder, by non-compliance to these express terms of a 
granted remedy, shall waive any claim against Auctioneer. 

44. Notice: Some Property sold by Auctioneer are inherently dangerous e.g. firearms, cannons, and small items 
that may be swallowed or ingested or may have latent defects all of which may cause harm to a person. 
Purchaser accepts all risk of loss or damage from its purchase of these items and Auctioneer disclaims any 
liability whether under contract or tort for damages and losses, direct or inconsequential, and expressly 
disclaims any warranty as to safety or usage of any lot sold. 

Dispute Resolution and Arbitration Provision: 

45. By placing a bid or otherwise participating in the auction, Bidder accepts these Terms and Conditions of 
Auction, and specifically agrees to the dispute resolution provided herein. Consumer disputes shall be 
resolved through court litigation which has an exclusive Dallas, Texas venue clause and jury waiver. Non- 
consumer dispute shall be determined in binding arbitration which arbitration replaces the right to go to 
court, including the right to a jury trial. 

46. Auctioneer in no event shall be responsible for consequential damages, incidental damages, compensatory 
damages, or any other damages arising or claimed to be arising from the auction of any lot. In the event that 
Auctioneer cannot deliver the lot or subsequently it is established that the lot lacks title, or other transfer or 
condition issue is claimed, in such cases the sole remedy shall be limited to rescission of sale and refund of the 
amount paid by Bidder; in no case shall Auctioneer’s maximum liability exceed the high bid on that lot, which 
bid shall be deemed for all purposes the value of the lot. After one year has elapsed, Auctioneer’s maximum 
liability shall be limited to any commissions and fees Auctioneer earned on that lot.

48. Exclusive Dispute Resolution Process: All claims, disputes, or controversies in connection with, relating to 
and /or arising out of your Participation in the Auction or purchase of any lot, any interpretation of the Terms 
and Conditions of Sale or any amendments thereto, any description of any lot or condition report, any damage 
to any lot, any alleged verbal modification of any term of sale or condition report or description and/or any 
purported settlement whether asserted in contract, tort, under Federal or State statute or regulation or any 
claim made by you ofa lot or your Participation in the auction involving the auction or a specific lot involving 
a warranty or representation of a consignor or other person or entity including Auctioneer { which claim you 
consent to be made a party} (collectively, “Claim”) shall be exclusively heard by, and the claimant (or 
respondent as the case may be) and Heritage each consent to the Claim being presented in a confidential 
binding arbitration before a single arbitrator administrated by and conducted under the rules of, the American 
Arbitration Association. The locale for all such arbitrations shall be Dallas, Texas. The arbitrator’s award may 
be enforced in any court of competent jurisdiction. If a Claim involves a consumer, exclusive subject matter 
jurisdiction for the Claim is in the State District Courts of Dallas County, Texas and the consumer consents to 
subject matter and in personam jurisdiction; further CONSUMER EXPRESSLY WAIVES ANY RIGHT TO 
TRIAL BY JURY. A consumer may elect arbitration as specified above. Any claim involving the purchase or 
sale of numismatic or related items may be submitted through binding PNG arbitration. Any Claim must be 
brought within two (2) years of the alleged breach, default or misrepresentation or the Claim is waived. 
Exemplary or punitive damages are not permitted and are waived. A Claim is not subject to class certification. 
Nothing herein shall be construed to extend the time of return or conditions and restrictions for return. This 
Agreement and any Claim shall be determined and construed under Texas law. The prevailing party (a party 
that is awarded substantial and material relief on its damage claim based on damages sought vs. awarded or 
the successful defense of a Claim based on damages sought vs. awarded) may be awarded its reasonable 
attorneys’ fees and costs. 

49. No claims of any kind can be considered after the settlements have been made with the consignors. Any 
dispute after the settlement date is strictly between the Bidder and consignor without involvement or 
responsibility of the Auctioneer. 

50. In consideration of their participation in or application for the Auction, a person or entity (whether the 
successful Bidder, a Bidder, a purchaser and/or other Auction participant or registrant) agrees that all disputes 
in any way relating to, arising under, connected with, or incidental to these Terms and Conditions and 
purchases, or default in payment thereof, shall be arbitrated pursuant to the arbitration provision. In the event 
that any matter including actions to compel arbitration, construe the agreement, actions in aid of arbitration 
or otherwise needs to be litigated, such litigation shall be exclusively in the Courts of the State of Texas, in 
Dallas County, Texas, and if necessary the corresponding appellate courts. For such actions, the successful 
Bidder, purchaser, or Auction participant also expressly submits himself to the personal jurisdiction of the 
State of Texas. 

51. These Terms & Conditions provide specific remedies for occurrences in the auction and delivery process. 
Where such remedies are afforded, they shall be interpreted strictly. Bidder agrees that any claim shall utilize 
such remedies; Bidder making a claim in excess of those remedies provided in these Terms and Conditions 
agrees that in no case whatsoever shall Auctioneer’s maximum liability exceed the high bid on that lot, which 
bid shall be deemed for all purposes the value of the lot.

In conformity with “do-not-call” regulations promulgated by the Federal or State 
regulatory agencies, participation by the Bidder is affirmative consent to being contacted at the phone number 
shown in his application and this consent shall remain in effect until it is revoked in writing. Heritage may 
from time to time contact Bidder concerning sale, purchase, and auction opportunities available through 
Heritage and its affiliates and subsidiaries.
